Allowing for varying good and bad seasons (usually alternating) it 
ean be said that the production of honey and beeswax in recent years 
has been considerably greater than 10 years previously. During 
1948-49 there was the record production of 1C,906,372 lbs. of honey 
Sn@eor 140,50) Lose of beeswax. For 4951-52 (1950-51) there were 
4,190,594 (5,802,711) lbs. of honey and 58,178 (78,838) lbs. of beeswax. 
There were 1,164 (1,237) beekeepers with 69,347 (84,598) productive 
and 23,254 (21,148) unproductive hives. The number of beekeepers remains 
haar constant.
